DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 5/29/08 has been entered and made of record. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Claims 12, 3 1 and 49 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(a) for not pointing out and 

distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. The reasons 
are as follows: 

The limitation "the use" in line 2 of each of claims 12, 32 and 50 is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
